FULLCAPAOTY 


Car Shortage Has Faded 


and Coal is Being Moved 
to the Big Markets— 
Shortage This Winter is 
Not Probable 


THIS PLAIN LITTLE HOUSE MAY BECOME 


FAMOUS AS BIRTHPLACE OF PRESIDENT 


Coshocton-co coal mines are being 


operated at full capacity and there is 
little danger of a coal shortage here 
the coming winter. This was the en- 
couraging statement made by Vincent 
Thrapp, foreman of the Warwick Val- 
ley mine Saturday, in response 
to 


questions asked him by 
a Tribune 


and Times-Age reporter. 


Coshocton mine operators were up 


against a car shortage 
this 
spring | 


but cars began to move about 
the 


first of May and now an extra train 
of thirty-five cars leaves here every 
£4 hours on the Wheeling & Lake 
Erie railroad. 
A plentiful supply of 


coal is available here and all that is 
necessary is for the railroads to move 
it to its destination. 
About 2300 tons 


of coal are loaded in Coshocton-co 
daily and about 50 railroad cars per 
day are required to Lake care of this 
county's output. 


The price is from one-third to two- 


thirds higher than it. was last winter 
but it is doubtful whether it. will go 
much higher as the miners and opera- 
tors have signed a wage scale agree- 
ment for two years.

ienced in securing enough miners as j 
many of them have gone into other

market. 


Operators advise the people to buy 


their coal now. Many domestic con- 
sumesr have already stocked up for 
the coming winter. 
There is every 


prospect that the local mines 
will 


1 continue to operate steadily all sum- 
mer. 


Coshocton mines were handicapped 


for several weeks 
by difficulty 
in 


getting the coal to the markets and i 
by the local telephone strike. Ninety 
per cent of the coal mined here is 
sold outside of Cos:hocton-co. 
There 


are 14 mines 
from which the coal 


is loaded right onto the railroad cars. 
Coal from several other 
mines 
is 


hauled four or five miles to the rail- 
road. 


Cosnocton-co coal ranks second on 


the market in Cleveland, ranking far 
ahead of the West Virginia coal. The 
Coshocton coal is noted for its burn- 
ing qualities.

EORGE L. RECORD, a two-fisted progressive and trusted 


lieutenant of Roosevelt, declares m a recent statement that 


the next great political issue will be to free both capital and la- 
bor from the burden of the parasite who IH holding out of use for 
speculative profits the resources which were placed in the earth, 
not for the ownership and enrichment of the few, but for tho use 
and enjoyment and enrichment of every child born into the 
world.

Indians some poor land as an Indian reservation, upon w h i c h ] 
the Indians lived and received rations from the government 
agency. 
Along came the oil prospectors and located oil upon! 


the Indian Reservations. 
The legal title to the land having 1 


been vested by the government in the tribe, the right to extract 
oil from the land had to be purchased from the tribe. The hind 
proved to be underlaid with immense quantities of oil, which 
was leased to oil development companies upon royalties, a n d j 
these royalties ran into such great figures as to make whole i 
tribes very rich.

The wants of the Indian are satisfied if he doesn't have toJ 


work, and can sit in the sun and smoke his pipe, and occasion- 
ally get drunk. 


Let us consider this tribute paid to these Indians 
The 


process of extracting oil from the land is a verv useful service' 
to mankind. The man who sinks the wells us entitled io a rewai d 
for that service and for the risk of his capital; the man v\ ho col- 
lects the oil and markets it renders a service and is entitled' 
to a reward; the workingmen who are hired to drill the wells, I 
and take care of the oil and to aid in the process of shipping i t , ' 
all render a service and arc all entitled to a reward. 


But what service does the dirty Indian in his dirty blanket 


render? 
He cbpes 7iot sink the well, nor aid in storing or .ship- 


ping or marketing the oil, and yet before capital or labor \\hich 
is actually devoted to the extraction and marketing of the oil i an 
be rewarded, a preliminary rake-off of the joint product of lain r 
and capital must be handed over to these dirty Indians in their 
dirty blankets. 


Perhaps this will suggest to your mind whv vou pay more 


for the oil in your car, your lamp and your sto\e than you 
should. 


The fiction of land ownership which enables t h e ' d i r t v 


Indian in his dirty blanket to exact this tribute- is morally exact- 
ly like a pension granted out of the public treasurv b} a king to 
one of his favorites 
It is privilege pure and simple 


Bui the important, fact is that 
v% e ha\o t h e dirtv I n d i a n in 


his dirty blanket in the East, in effect, tho in outward form they 
take on a more pleasing appearance. 


A current event of the week gives us a good nearby jliuslra- 


tion of this fact. 


J. P. Morgan & Co. have leased the land on which the Mills 


Building stands on Broad street in New York. 
The bulling is 


to be torn down, and for tho privilege ol erecting a new modern 
building Morgan & Co. pay to the heirs of the late I). O. Mills 
$300,000 a year for some fifty > cars. The Morgan linn will 
render a service by erecting u beautiful building on this site, in 
which immense business will be transacted bv hundreds ol busi- 
ness firms/ But the heirs of the Mills Kstate levy tribute upon 
all these firms, exactly like the dirt> Indian in the dirty blanket, 
and live in idleness upon the fat of t h e land, pursuing such pleas- 
ures as their tacte dictates. 
They render no service and are 


parasites upon indsutry. 


In my judgment, the next great political issue that will 


finally emerge from the present babel of confused councils will 
be the proposition to eliminate from the civilization of this coun- 
try the dirty Indian in the dirty blanket wherever we find him, 
and to give to labor and legitimate capital the full product of 
their service.
